A. B. Irvin, president of the Farm ­ 
ers Trust company, as trustees. 


The agreeemnt was entered into by 
A. P. W alker and his wife, as parties 
of the first part, and his creditors. 
The trustees have until the first of 


December, 1914, which is one year, 
to settle up the business. 
They will 
conduct the business of the Jersey 
Isle farm and will hold the annual 
sale as usual. 


Mr. W alker desires that his prop­ 


erty both real and personal, shall be 
disposed of in the best possible way 
so that his creditors may receive full 


payment of all claims, if this can be 
done. 


The deed which transferred all of 
Mr. W alker’s property, peVsonal and 
real, to the trustees, was recorded in

the court house about eleven o’clock 
this morning. 
Judging 
from Mr.

The trustees are now in possession 
of all personal property and real es­ 
tate.

The work to 
arouse the school children to enter 


the fight against tuberculosis is be­ 
ing done under the auspices of W a l­ 


ter I). Thurber, secretary of the In ­ 
diana Association fo r the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. 


The story 
read to the 
children 
says in p a rt: 


“ A little 
‘hug’ as the 
doctors 
sometimes call it, although its proper 
name is ‘tubercle 
bacillus,’ is now 
recognized the world over 
as 
the 


most deadly 
and 
powerful 
living 
thing. 
It is very small. 
Thousands 
of them could go through the eye of 


a needle without touching the sides. 
“ And yet this little bug kills nearly 
300,000 men, women and children in 
the United States every year. It kills 
more people than smallpox, typhoid 
fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria and 
all other contagious diseases com­ 
bined. 


“ The germs which cause tuberculo­ 
sis are taken into the system through 


the air we breathe or on the apples 


and other food we eat, or in the milk 
we drink. 
A consumptive, who is a 
person who has consumption or tub­ 


erculosis, spits on the sidewalk or 
in the school house or postoffice or 


store or some public place and this 
helps spread the disease. 
E very lit­ 
tle particle of spit contains millions 
of these germs which dry up 
and 
then float about in the air. 


“ Fresh air and sunshine are fatal 
to these germs. 
Everyone should get 
plenty of fresh air in our bedrooms 
and school rooms more than any 
other place. 
It is better to put on 
more covers and sleep with the w in­ 
dow open no m atter how cold it is, 
than to close up the window tight 
and not get any fresh air until morn­ 
ing. 
The little genus that cause 
tuberculosis thrive in bad air. 


“ The money needed to fight this 
deadly little germ is raised by the 
sale of Red Cross Christmas seals, 
which are to he placed on the b a c k s 
of letters and Christmas 
packages 


and New Y ear’s greetings. 
They 


sell for one cent each and every one 
should 
buy as 
many as he 
can 
afford.”

NIGHT SESSIONS 
FOR THESENATE 


Leaders Want Currency Bill 


Disposed Of. 


PRESIDENT READS MESSAGE 


In the Presence of Both Branches of 


Congress Assembled in House, Gal­ 


leries Being Packed For the Occa­ 
sion, Mr. W ilson Made His Annual 
Recommendations Relating to the 
State of the Government. 


Washington, Dec. 2.—The complete 
domination of his party b y Mr. Wilson 
was strikingly demonstrated in the un­ 
willingness of leaders in congress to 
discuss the wark of the new' session 
that was called to order y esterday , un­ 
til the president had had his say on 
the sub ject in his annual message, 
which was read b y himself in joint 
session of b oth houses this afternoon. 
In a general way it was known, of 
course, that congress would b e asked 
to pass supplemental anti-trust legis­ 
lation and other measures of great im­ 
portance to the country as a whole. 
There also was good reason to b elieve 
that President Wilson would urge ex­ 
treme conservatism in the matter of 
anti-trust and other legislation. Hope 
was expressed b y leaders, however, 
that corporation legislation would b e 
held in ab ey ance until the senate had 
passed the b anking b ill. 
The senate was in session for an 
hour and thirty minutes last night, 
considering the currency b ill. 
An 
agreement was reached b y which tile 
senate met at ll o’clock today, and 
b efore the close of the day it is thought 
an agreement will b e entered into fix­ 
ing the daily hour of meeting and to 
provide for night sessions. 
It is the 
Intention of the Democratic leaders 
In the senate to keep the currency 
b ill b efore the senate whenever that 
b ody is not engaged in the considera­ 
tion of the Hetch Hetchy reservoir 
site b ill, which has the right of way. 
There was a flurry in the senate 
over the Democratic proposal to hold 
day and night sessions and to meet at 
IO o’clock daily. 
Senator Kern, lead­ 
er of the majority , sub mitted a resolu­ 
tion providing for IO o’clock as the 
daily hour of meeting. 
Senator Bal­ 
linger ob jected, and it went over. 
The assemb ling of the Sixty-thifd 
congress y esterday was a tame affair. 
The formal “opening” really did not 
take place until I o’clock this after­ 
noon, when President Wilson, for the 
third time, delivered an address to 
congress. 
The novelty of the presi­ 
dent appearing b efore congress in joint 
session has not y et worn off, and the 
galleries were packed. 
The special 
session of congress was merged with 
the regular session with an ab sence of 
formality. All the form and ceremony 
was reserved for today, when the pres­ 
ident read his message from the speak­ 
er’s rostrum in the house in the pres­ 
ence of memb ers of b oth b ranches. 


THE FEDERAL GRAND JURY 


Has Returned 
More Indictments in 
Dynamite Cases. 
Indianapolis, Dec. 2.—The federal 
grand jury , which has b een investigat­ 
ing dy namiting outrages and b efore 
whom George E. Davis, alias McDon­ 
ald, was the principal witness, has re­ 
turned true b ills in fifty-five cases, 
forty-five of which are 
said to b e 
against the perpetrators of dy namite 
outrages. Davis and Harry Jones, the 
present secretary of the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural 
iron Workers, b oth of whom are un­ 
der arrest, are known to tm indicted, 
b ut none of the other names were 
given out except those of the men who 
were tried here and are now either in 
prison or out on b ond, pending the cl**- 
cislon of the United States circuit 
court of appeals. 
Tile district attorney refused to give 
out any information respecting the ac­ 
tion of the grand jury or the testimony 
adduced, b ut said that the list of in­ 
dicted men included all tried and sen­ 
tenced a y ear ago, and Jones and 
Davis. 
Davis’e evidence is important against 
the men tried and convicted, if they 
are granted a new trial, b ut otherwise 
it will affect only those just now in­ 
dicted.

Washington, Decfl 2.—The proposed 
new constitution for the state of Indi­ 
ana adopted by the legislature and 
which had been prepared under the 
direction of Thomas R. Marshall, then 
governor, now vice president, was put 
to sleep permanently when the United 
States supreme court dismissed a pe­ 
tition flied by attorneys appointed by 
Governor Marshall for a writ of error 
to the supreme court of Indiana. The 
latter court had affirmed the judgment 
of the lower court enjoining the gov­ 
ernor and other election officers of 
that state from submitting the new 
constitution to tho voters for ratifica­ 
tion at a general election. 
The proposed new constitution had 
been prepared by the 1 91 1 legislature 
and It was “knocked out” first by a 
decision of Judge Charles Remster in 
the Marion circuit court. 
An appeal 
by former Governor Marshall and his 
associates to the supreme court of the 
state brought forth some of thq best 
of the legal talent in the state to argue 
the subject. 
Lack of jurisdiction was given by 
the United States court as the reason 
for its dismissal of the case, Justice 
Day reading the decision. This deci­ 
sion puts an end to the case. 
The 
court held no federal question had 
been raised. 
This in effect affirmed 
the decision of the Indiana state courts.
